THREE CHIEF POINTS 


One of the points raised is under- 


stood to be based on the contention 
of tho schooner's master, Captain J. 
T. Bandell, that the pursuit,did not 
begin, as the coast guard reported, 
within one hour's sailing distance 
from the coast established by the 
treaty as the limit within 
which 


search and seizure is permitted. 


On another point, the Canadian 


government is understood to take 
the position that,-while the right 
of "hot pursuit" of a suspected ves- 
sel is recognized by international 
law if begun within the three mile 
limit, the treaty does not sanction 
such pursuit if begun outside that 
limit. 


The third is understood to raise 


the question whether the right to 
attack and sink & vessel ffi the ef- 
fort to enforce the right of search 
and seizure is sanctioned by the 
treaty and whether such action, in- 
volving the possibility of loss

Great Britain, France, 
Belgium 


and other foreign nations have laid 
preliminary claims to nearly 100 or 
these channels, lying in between the 
channels actually 
allocated to the 


radio corporation 
of America and 


the Mackey radio subsidiary. 
The 


commission, however, 
views these 


claims as illegitimate out has taken 
further steps to protect its interests. 
In its original allocation the commis- 
sion adhered to the 
International 


agreement of two-tenths of one per 
cent separation between communica- 
tions channels. Thus, it contends, 
it assigned the full channel widths 
to American interests including the 
"in-between" channels.

Banks in all sections of. the 
country are hard- pressed for money, 
loans are diffipult, to secure, credit is 
being impaired for the ordinary re- 
quirements of tractc and industry. Con- 
trary to.:the assumptions of brokers 
and stock gambjcrs, the prosperity of 
the United States docs not revolve 
about Wall Street. Speculators in the 
present situation arc doing the country 
no good; rather they are doing it harm. 


Ample time was given of impending 


restrictions by the Federal board some 
weeks ago when it requested member 
banks to begin to reduce their specula- 
tive loans. Gamblers have nothing to 
complain of what they charge to be ar- 
bitrary action now. The one essential 
need is to keep the red blood of credit 
flowing freely through the arteries and 
veins "of business. There are always de- 
fenders of inordinate speculation 
in 


and out of congress. They are attempt- 
ing to make themselves felt now in a 
movement for legislative interference 
with the functioning of the Federal Re- 
serve board. Possibly some large banks 
arc supporting them. In any event, con- 
gress should keep its hands out of the 
controversy, and if it attempts to 
meddle we have no doubt President 
Hoover \\ill dis>appro\c its actions. The 
Federal Reserve system should be pre- 
served and sustained.

along the shores of that land-locked 
sea that has been the highway of 
commerce for thousands of years.

Europe. 


They have no startling adventures 


stand in a field of asphodel in Greece 
and they learn wliat Homer meant 
when he spoke of a 
"wine-colored 


sea." 
They watch water carriers 


•with jugs on their heads trailing 
along an irrigation ditch in Africa 
and get a sense of the continuity of 
life from millennium to millennium. 


They have no stahtling adventures 


bul they savor each incident and get 
the taste of it across to their rcad-j 
ers.

So sure is the guarantee the feder- 


al reserve institution extends that 
its ability to make good has -scarcely 
been tested since 1914. 


The national banks and some state 


institutions have been brought into 
the association which 
owns the- 12 


banks located in monetary 
centers 


across the country. 
These central 


banks deal only with member banks 
and with the government. They is- 
sue and withdraw currency. 


CHECK OUTPUT 


Each local banker, lending money, 


tries by custom to confine his out- 
put of currency to the total of the 
deposits of the bank he conducts. If 
he has reason to overdraw, he turns 
some of his security over to the re- 
serve bank in his district. In so do- 
ing he pays an interest rate termed 
the "rediscount rate." 


The ideal 
of the federal reserve 


system is to keep 
the rediscount 


rate low. but just a little above the 
rates for money in the markets, so 
that no bank will borrow 
from it 


i\ ithout making a slight sacrifice. 
1 Experience has convinced many 
bankers and lawmakers

Unless crop damage works havoc 


with the Canadian grain, the rush to 
grow wheat north of the 
interna- 


tional line will not be checked in 
1329. 
This drive of Canada to pro- 


duce more wheat comes on top of a 
world situation which grain men say 
has seldom been more bearish. That 
is something for congressmen and 
senators •nho -ft ill shortly gather at 
"Washington to mull over, as well as 
farmers and millers. Canada is in- 
creasing her acreage 
materially. 


Much of this increase is in virgin 
territory whirh has not been deplet- 
ed and from which the highest pos- 
sible yield, double that of many dis- 
tricts in the United States may be 
expected. Moreover, this territory 
needs no fertilizer. 


Wheat is bulging from the elevat- 


ors pretty much the world' over. 
The Urated States seems likely to 
have a carryover from the 1928 
season of approximately 200,000.000 
bushels. This despite export sales 
of 150,000,000 from the 192S crop and 
a greater demand for and consump- 
tion of wheat than the world hither- 
to, has known. About 100,000,000 
would be a normal carryover. 


PRICES NOT FAVORABLE ' 


Prices at the moment are not fa- 


vorable. They are on a world wheat 
basis which gives the farmer barely 
$1 a bushel for his wheat. Wheat 
should have sold at 25 cents a bushel 
higher than it has done since July 1, 
1928, to give the farmer a really ade- 
quate return according to the ex- 
perts. T'.iere was a time when the 
.United States furnished 
wheat to 


',,most of the civilized world. Now, in- 
•'stead of American wheat dominating 


world markets, world markets for 
the American surplus dominate the 
' price paid for wheat in the United 
States. Australia, Canada, Russia 
and south America all are increasing 
production and are on a competitive 
basis with the American yield. 


It is an impossibility for America 


to compete with those 
countries 


when it comes to cost of man power. 


(The belief therefore is growing that 
the future of the wheat industry lies 


• in the supplanting of man power by 
" machinery, in the cutting of produc- 
''Uon, transportation and marketing 


costs and in cooperative buying of 


• supplies and machinery by individu- 


al farmers. 


Farm organizations want further 


tariff restrictions on wheat. Just 
what effect this would have if ob- 


^talned is not certain for importations 


are small, although some millers use 
a certain amount of Canadian grain 
to mix with the American wheat. 
The real competition comes in for- 
eign markets. News from the Euro- 
pean wheat belt indicates that the 
winter wheat crop came through in 
fine shape despite one of the most 
severe winters ever known.

Societies Claim Competition 


of Social Enterprises Is 
Unfair

Chicago—Open warfare is break- 


ing out within the ranks of the 
medical profession over social wel- 
fare enterprises—often sponsored by 
phllanthopic citizens. 


Trouble which had been brewing 


for the past two; years, finally ha.s 
broken out here, where the medicaJ 
center of the nation is in the pro- 
cess of development. It is expected 
sooii to uobb to tue surface v. ucic- 
ever endowed clinics spring up. 


The controversy is focused by 


charges of unethical conduct placed 
against one of the city's most prom- 
inent physicians. Dr. Louis E. 
Schmidt. His connection with 
the 


Public Health institute, an organiza- 
tion sponsored by prominent citizen* 
to fight social diseased, is used as thje 
basis for the move against him. This 


Institute advertises In order to make 
known its service, and as s, conse- 
quence the.doctors serving it have 
been barred from the Chicago Medi- 
cal society. 


But tins ii Just one ft tho object" 


of attack. Local physicians are out 
gunning for the University of Chi- 
cago clinic, for the proposed $2,000,- 
000 clinical foundation to be estab- 
lished .on funds 
given by Julius 


Rosenwald and for another proposed 
clinic which Edward N. Hurley, for- 
mer chairman of the IT. S. shipping 
board, is to endow at Northwestern 
University. 


There is criticism of Infant wel- 


fare enterprises and due to objections 
from doctors, a leading local hospital 
abandoned a plan to establish ser- 
vice at low cost for expectant moth- 
ers in the poor steel mill districts at 
South Chicago. 


OBJECT TO COMPETITION 


The medical profession—or part of 


it—is aroused over what it describes 
as "unfair competition" of these en- 


dowed sen-ices. On the other hand, 
the endowments are givin on the 
ground that medical and surgical at- 
tention is too high priced for the 
nan of average salniy. it Is con- 
tended that service in a hospital. In- 
cluding medical and laboratory ser- 
vice, could be given 
for approxi- 


mately $5 a day instead of the $20 
tv|hich it now costs the average Chi- 
cagoan. 


The attitude of the doctors Is ex- 


pressed by Dr. James H. Hutton. 
secretary of the Chicago Medical So- 
ciety in its official bulletin. 


"Many members are bitter^n their 


denunciation of the unfair competi- 
tion offered by the Billings hospital 
and the University of Chicago," he 
says. "The Public Health Institute 
H always a thorn 
in the doctor's 


flesh. Some practices of the Infant 
AVclfare society arc irritating 
to 


some members. Mr. Hurley'^ Idea 
for a clinic Is another irritant. The 
Kosenwald foundation proposes 
to 


rescue the 'man of moderate means' 
from the private practitioner. 


"Yesterday it was the poor man 


who needed the assistance of the 
piiilantbrop.it: today it is the man 
of moderate means; tomorrow 
not 


even the rich man may need this 
assistance. The private practlctoner 
will have become entirely incompe- 
tent except when he shines in the 
reflected light of some foundation." 


The Northwest branch of the Chi- 


cago Medical society, in a resolution 
dealing with the tendency toward en- 
dowed clinics declared that It "rec- 
ognizes in these moves a tendency 
toward the socialization of medicine, 
the pauperizing of the public and 
the lowering of medical standards."
